Reports from Veracruz — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Yellow 
fever — Mosquitoes increasing — New case of yellow fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Jacobs reports: 

Week ended August 15. Four vessels for ports of the United States 
were inspected. Two of these were fumigated. 

General health conditions are good except for the presence of yel- 
low fever. There have been 8 cases of yellow fever with 6 deaths to 
date. The first case was reported July 7, and the last died August 15. 

Anopheles mosquitoes are increasing, but Stegonyia are not plen- 
tiful. 

August 28. One new case of yellow fever reported this morning.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Lay ton reports: 

Twelve days ended August 16. Present officially estimated popu- 
lation, 2,500. General sanitary condition of this port and the sur- 
rounding country during the week, good. Rainfall heavy. Mosquitoes 
still present in large quantities. Stegomyia calopus appear to be less 
numerous.

Reports from Manilor— Smallpox — Inspection of vessels — Quarantine 
transactions, month of June., 1908. 

Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, July 15 and 16: 

Week ended July 11. In Manila there were 21 cases of smallpox 
with 3 deaths. 

During the week consular bills of health were issued as follows at 
the port of Manila: 

July 11 the French steamship Jfemaw, with 54 in the crew and with 
2 passengers, en route from Shanghai to Cebu, was granted a supple- 
mental bill of health. 

July 11 the British steamship Kaifong, with 62 in the crew and 14 
passengers, en route from Amoy to Cebu and Iloilo, was granted a 
supplemental bill of health. The members of the crew were bathed 
and their effects were disinfected at Mariveles. 

July 11 the British steamship Inveresk, with 47 in the crew, en route 
from Kobe to New York, was granted a supplemental bill of health, 
after the usual inspection of personnel and cargo.
